As proposed, the nursing home would contain 80 
beds. Thirty of the beds would be for patients needing 
skilled nursing care, 30 would be assigned as basic 
nursing care beds, and the remaining 20 beds would 
accormnmodaie paiienis requiring oniy custodial care. 

The project plans for Lakeview Manor indicate an 


estimated construction cost of $960,000 and cal! for 


completion in July, 1976.

Twice the visitor 
called. On the fourth visit the 
ous waman was im- 
precegd and allowed her visitor 
to come into her house. Mrs. 
Smith said that after the last 
holiday, spent entirely alone, 
she had been contemplating 
suicide. The only thing that had 
kept her from actuaily killing 
herself was her curiosity about 
the visiting stranger. Mrs. Smith 
agreed to have a visitor call each 
week. The visitor contacted 
agencies, on Mrs. 
Smith's call resulting in im- 
ns for the 
elderly ci zen ast report 
she had become involved in 
many activitles and was very 
much alive~-a volunteer herself. 

The example was followed by 
a film entitled “Myrtle.” It was 
the portrait of a lonely widow 
and the girl she had once 
befriended. The girl, now grown 
was visiting her old hometown. 
Repeatedly she expressed a 
desire and’ sea her 
childhood friend and “find out 
how she was doing”. Myrtle, the 
alderly lady, eoiuld dearly use a 
cheering visit from someone but 
the younger woman is just too 
busy enjoying herself to actual- 
ly get to visiting.

“It can never happen here!” How often we hear that 
phrase when it is suggested iat strict gun control laws 
can He a dangerous precedent, ultimately leading to 
rst more federal monitoring of every aspect of our 
ives. 

The truth of such warnings has been borne out in 
other nations—even West Germany where a represen- 
tative form of government, not unlike ours, rules the 
people. The issue of gun control flared last year when 
Dr. Klaus Sojka, a Hamburg lawyer, challenged the 
legality of the West German Federal Gun Control Act in 
the Supreme Court. According to Dr. Sojka, the Act 
infringed upon his ability to possess firearms and to 
defend life and property. A German publication reports 
that under the Act, federal gun reqistration is 
mandatory, and all registered gun owners are subject 
fo. a federal background investigation of their 
trustworthiness and intended use of the firearms. It 
even went so far as to regulate toy guns, signal pistols 
and pyrotechnical devices! 

As history has proven, strict regulation of 
iaw-abiding citizens can easily reach excessive levels, 
and with no appreciable drop in the crime rate. Here in 
the United States legislation such as the Gun Contro! 
Act of 1968 has been inetfective in stopping crime and 
theft of firearms. The message should be clear: punish 
the criminal element and leave the neonle’s constitu.

with the fall of the Roman Empire. The sam 


The sama ominous 
inclinations are only too evident in the United States 
today. Some claim we are even now shuftling down the 
same path to oblivion the old Romans followed some 
16 centuries ago. 

The Gazette of Beaufort, South Carolina points out 
that the City of Rome may now be seiiing another 
pattern that the U.S. would do well not to follow. The 
Gazette points out that, “For years Rome has been 
borrowing money to meet its operating expenses until 
today its loans are estimated at more than $4 billion. 
Rome's annual debt-service casts exceed its revenues 
from taxes and other sources.” Unless the Italian 
government—also in financial trouble—bails the city 
out, it will be bankrupt. ‘ 

Uncle Sam better watch it or he will be in the same 
boat. Eventually borrowing, or deficit spending as the 
federal budgeteers call it, catches up with everyone— 
even governments. As the Gazette concludes, “Passing 
the buck to future generations simply postpones the 
inevitable—on the banks of the Tiber or of the 
Potomac.”

As you know, my recent letter 
regarding establishment of an 
“Adult” Book Store in Grayling 
has generated considerable pub- 
lic comment. | want to take this 
opportunity to thank the citizens 
of Grayiing persunaity ana on 
behalf of the City Council, for 
their concern and responses 
regarding this issue. | would 
also like to take this opportunity 
to explain where this issue 
stands at the present time. 
First of all, we receivec 
approximately 400 responses 
indicating opposition lo the 
establishment of this type of 
facility in the Grayling area. 
These responses came from all 
types of people and from both 
the City and 
non-residents of the City and 
we believe are an indication of 
the community's desires. We 
received 4 replies to the ques- 
tian raised, from persons who 
felt that such an establishment 
should he allowed in this area. 
In addition to the above. ap- 
proximately 20 people attended 
ihe City Council meeting held 
on February 10, and expressed 
their points of view to the City 
Council. AS was pointed Gut at 
the February 10 meeting, Gray- 
iing does have an Ordinance 
No. 4, Section 1 L, governing 
distribution of “Adult” type ma- 
terial. This section of the 
Ordinance is reproduced below: 
“ORDINANCE No. 4 - An Or- 
dinance Regulating Public Mor- 
als and Conduct. The City of 
Grayling Ordains: ARTICLE |. 
Disorderly Conduct. SECTION 
1: Prohibited Acts. No person 
shall do any of the following 
acts in the City of Grayling: (1) 
Print, engrave, write, paint, 
draw, sell, offer for sale. give 
away, exhibit, or have in 
possession for any of said 
purposes, any obscene, lewd, 
lascivious, immoral or indecent 
book, pamphlet, paper, picture, 
photograph, image or represen- 


residents of 


immoral or indecent nature.” 
Based upon the Council 
meeting and the public re- 
sponse received, the Grayling 
City Police Department visited 
each known outlet of question- 
able materials presentiy operat- 
ing within the City and explain- 
ed the provisions of the above 
Ordinance. Without exception, 
all persons contacted by the 
City Police on February 11, 1975 


“agreed to tooperaie “with City 


officials and the public. by 
removing offensive materials 


from the lower shelves of maga- 
zine racks and other open 
dispiay areas accessibie to 
young children and/or visible 
from public entrances. -We 
believe it will be possibdie io 
controi ihe distribution of ad- 
ditional materials from existing 
outleis in this cooperative man- 
ner. 

It is the intention of the City 
tS contre! distisution of itis 
type of material in accordance 
with the desires of the citizens. 
lt is also the intention of the 
City to prevent the establish- 
ment of outlets exclusively for 
this type of material to be 
operated in a manner which 
wouid be offensive to ihe 
citizens. 

We wish to thank the citizens 
of Grayling for their concern 
and effort in this problem and 
would invite any citizen noticing 
any violations of City Ordinance 
No. 4 to advise City officials so 
that appropriate actions may be 
taken to abate such violations.

The din and the tumult arising in 83 
towns across Michigan are coming 
{rom the courthouse square in every 
county in the state. 

Or if the clamor is not yet rising, it 
will as soon as the Michigan As- 


“sociation of Counties and other local 
_ government groups spread the alarm. 


_A recent decision by the Michigan 


trol for salaries of court employees 
away from county boards of com- 
missioners and hands it to the judges 
instead. 

in other words, in the circuit court 
in every county, the judge can decide 
how much court employees should 
be paid and just send the bill to the 
commissioners: “Here it is, fellas. 
Pay it." 

The issue was struck in Livingston 


’ County where Circuit Judge Paul 
- Mahinske ordered implementation of 
- acontract negotiated between judges 


and a court employees’ union, 
despite objections of the commis- 
sioners. The contract called for more 
money tian ihe commissioners had 
appropriated for court sataries. 
Judge Mahinske is not to be unduly 
taulted (or credited if you insist), in 
the matter; he was just doing what 
the state court administrator told him 
fo do.

The courts, in effect, are set over 
and above any other section of iocai 
government. The circuit judge—and, 
you can be assured, the district judge 
and even the probate judge in future 
application of the same principle—is 
now legally determined to know what 
is best, with the only review coming 
trom other judges up the line. 

The legislative branch of iocal 
government— in this case, the county 
board of commissioners—now will 
have the responsibility to pay the 
bills, without discretion, once the 
judge determines what should be 
paid. 

Barry McGuire, executive director 
of the Michigan Association of 
Counties, alréady is calling for a 
constitutional amendment to thwart 
the Suprerne Court decision. 

“The judges want to call the shots 
on _everything,” MeSuire laments. 
force the county commissions to give 
them more money, even if they 
haven't appropriated it or don’t nave 
it.” 

McGuire has promised a petition 
drive if necessary to collect the 
265,700 signatures needed to put the 
question on the ballot. Most county 
Govern “stiuciuies -siidoubted y- 
would bend their efforts in a petition 
drive. 

But the legisiature will be asked to 
place the question before the people; 
the state lawmakers may just listen. 
After all, if the Supreme Court can 
make this doctrine stick on the circuit 
court level, why not apply it to state 
courts, too, and then where is the 
power of the legislature over spend- 


‘ing by the courts? (And I'll: refrain 


from snide comment about the recent 
flap about iuxury autos for state 
appeals court judges.) 

Courts are powerful; there's no 
doubt about that. It seems to me this 
latest turn of events — removing 
court spending from any review by 
an elected legislative body—is bad 
medicine. 

The supreme court minority called 
the decision “a rueful precedent.” 

That it is.

Buy Smoke 
Detectors With 


According to E 
ery, Extension Housing Special- 
ist, salesmen working in several 
areas of the state are using 
unethical and in some cases 
illegal practices to sell smoke 
detection and alarm systems. 

At least one ficm is claiming 
the Michigan Law required the 
mobile home owner to install 
these safety devices. Public 
Act 133 does call for all mobile 
homes manufactured, sold with- 
in, or brought into the state to 
be equipped with smoke detec- 
tion and multipurpose fire alarm 
systems. The law does not, 
however apply to mobile homes 
manufactured, sold or purchas- 
ed prior to the effective date of 
the act which was December 5, 
1974. This sales pitch is false 
and misteading. 

Hucksters are also using 
scare tactics to sell the alarm 
systems and charging exorbi- 
tant prices of up to $239. Smoke 
detection and alarm systems 
are recommended to improve 
mobile home safety but owners 
should nol be pressuied into 
buying without investigating 
the market. The Michigan Mo- 
pile Home and Hecreation Ve- 
hicle Institute says that devices 
which meet with approval of the 
State Construction Code Com- 
mission can be purchased for 
$40-50.
